In my recent column on the subject of 
ecumenical relations, in which I endea- 
vored to encourage local “break-through” 
between denominational boundaries, | 
made clear that | am not eager to maxi- 
mize differences between Christian 
Churches. Yet a recent column by Dr. 
Billy Graham has come to my attention 
which causes me to speak about one mat- 
ter in which there is considerable differ- 
ence between Churches. My personal 
friendship and respect for Dr. Graham is such that I get into 
the matter only because it is so important. 

I refer to Prayers for the Dead. In his article Dr. Graham 
said such prayer might be psychologically helpful to the be- 
reaved person, but he insists that “it would make no difference 
to your mother’s condition.” He also states, “that to encourage 
prayers for the dead would be to act without any authority 
from the Bible.” He concludes by saying, “By all means pray for 
your loved ones while they live. Once death comes the only 
significant prayer is for sufficient grace for you to accept the 
sorrow and loss caused by their going.” 

Dr. Graham's thesis is based on the conviction that man’s 
fate for all eternity is settled at death. This is the orthodox 


position of the non-Anglican Reformed Churches and of the 


various later sects arising principally in America. We do not 
have such word from the Lord or from the Bible that this is

Every one of these members would admit that no 
clergyman could be all of the things that he or she sees in the 
composite ideal and yet the ideal image is there to haunt and 
to judge us. In a sense this image is a good thing as it reminds 
us that in the midst of our striving to build up Christ's Church 
there is something about us whether we are a clergyman or a 
layman that is important over and above all that we say or all 
that we do. It is hard to say whether the image comes first and 
creates the atmosphere in which we act and others react, or

To the members of the family of the Rt. 
Rev. Edward Lambe Parsons, D.D., 
LL.D., S.T.D. 


Beloved in Christ: 


With the passing at the ripe age of 92 
of our brother, Edward Lambe Parsons, 
our companion of many years, the Church 
has lost a great leader and we a dear and 
valued friend. 

He played a role in the church of such 
undeniable leadership that it is difficult to 
think of any other in his generation of 
equal or greater stature. The causes for 
which he battled so fearlessly have been 
won for the most part, and we are glad 
God permitted him to live to see the fruits 
of his work in the many areas of the 
Church's life, in which he had labored so 
tirelessly and effectively. 

In his long ministry he enjoyed both 
the respect and love of many in spite of 
differing viewpoints in fundamental mat- 
ters. This we feel was because of the per- 
suasiveness of his really Christian charac- 
ter based fundamentally on his Christlike 
humility, his essential kindness and his 
genuine love and concern for all men. He 
has reminded us through the years of Car- 
dinal Newman's definition of a perfect 
gentleman as one “who never inflicts pain 
—who is gentle toward the distant and 
merciful towards the absurd. He is never 
mean or little in his disputes, never takes 
an unfair advantage, is too busy to remem- 
ber injuries and too indolent to bear 
malice.” 

There were other qualities in his per- 
son which commanded wide respect, his 
thorough-going honesty, his courage and 
fearlessness in espousing unpopular causes, 
his clear intellect and his passion for social 
righteousness. It was these qualities which 
he used so freely for the good of the many, 
particularly for the poor and underprivi- 
leged, which reminds us of what our Lord 
said about greatness—‘The greatest among 
you shall be the servant of all.” We are 
grateful that God permitted him to retain 
to the very end the use of his fine mind and 
loving heart to bless his friends and family. 

The Diocese of California has been un- 
usually fortunate in having claimed him 
for all but one year of his long ministry. 


From his early years beginning with his 
ministry at Menlo Park he brought great 
gifts to the service of the Diocese. His 
impact on the educational life of the West 
began while ministering there, because it 
was while thus near the university that as 
instructor and lecturer, he began the De- 
partment of Philosophy at Stanford. Later 
on both the University of California and 
Mills College honored him with degrees 
for his interest in and contribution to the 
cause of higher education. 


His leadership among the clergy 
in these earlier years was evident in 


Convocation, on the floor of Conven- | 


tion, and in the social and study 
groups of the Clergy; His remarkable 
leadership in setting up and adminis- 
tering the “municipal parish” at St. 
Mark’s, Berkeley, made him a person 
of Church-wide interest and impor- 
tance. His other insights as to the 
basic needs of the Church here in the 
West were evidenced during these 
years by his efforts in founding the 
School for Deaconesses, which later 
became St. Margaret’s House, and 
by his support for the Church Divin- 


ity School of the Pacific, both as 
teacher and president of the Board 
of Trustees. 


Such were his talents that Bishop Nich- 
ols came to lean on him more heavily than 
on any other priest in parish work, and 
when the time came to select a coadjutor, 
it was fitting and natural that the Diocese 
should look again to Dr. Parsons to carry 
on the fine traditions established by Bishop 
Kip and Bishop Nichols. 


As brother Bishops, we are deeply ap- 
preciative of the service he was destined to 
give beyond the borders of the Diocese. 
For forty years he was one of the great 
leaders in the Church's life and thought. 
His was the initiative behind the memorial 
from the Diocese of California which set 
in motion the Prayer Book revision of 
1928. No one had a larger part in the 15 
years of work necessary for this revision 
and none, indeed, was more distinguished 
in the whole field of Liturgics than he. 
Again it was he who had a major part, 
because of his interest in Church unity, in 
urging General Convention to take the 
initiative in setting up the World Con-

“Reverend Bishop and Members of the 
Convention: 


I have very few words to say. I am very 
happy to be able to be with you today. I 
remember very well when I had the privi- 
lege of speaking at the time that our most 
beloved Bishop Suffragan was elected, and 
1 spoke also at the time that our present 
Bishop, whom I have just addressed, was 
elected. What I want to say is simply one 
thing: I have been thinking over what the 
Bishop had to say about the quality of the 
man he wanted for Suffragan Bishop. He 
did not, of course, say that he wanted such 
and such a man, but he wanted a man of 
that kind, and I would like simply to add 
my own word that it seems to me very 


clear that the most outstanding qualifica- 
tion of a Suffragan Bishop is, as I said once 
before here, the quality of loyalty. He has 
to enter into the plans and purposes of the 
Bishop; he has to be behind him in the 
various aspects of the life of the Diocese. 
When you elect him today you will have 
in mind not only the kind of qualifications 
of which the Bishop has spoken, but you 
will also have in mind very clearly that it 
is the Lord’s Will. It’s God’s goodness that 
we afe trying to further in this meeting 
today. ‘Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, 
but unto Thy Name be praise. Thy loyalty, 
Thy loving goodness, Thy truth, for these 
we bless Thy Name;’ and it is these quali- 
fications we look for in the man who is to 
be elected at this Convention.

CHURCH BUILDING BEGUN AS FINAL UNIT 
BY TRANSFIGURATION, SOUTH SAN MATEO

Parishioners of the Church of the 
Transfiguration, San Mateo, elated over 
the initial groundbreaking for their new 
$107,000 church building will join to- 
gether in a campaign this month to raise 
necessary funds for its completion. A. D. 
Carson, financial chairman of the vestry, 
announced that the every-member canvass 
is scheduled to begin in late October. 


Aimed at both parish and building fund 
support, the canvass will be conducted 
under the supervision of the Rev. James 
Shaw, director of the Diocesan Depart- 
ment of Stewardship. 


Completion of the building is scheduled 
for early spring. Under direction of the 
general contractors, Roberts & Co., San 
Mateo, men and women of the parish have 
agreed to assist in some phases of construc- 
tion such as painting and laying floor tile. 

Well over a hundred members of the 
congregation gathered on the windswept 
slope above the current church building to 
attend groundbreaking ceremonies (Aug. 
21). The Rt. Rev. Henry H. Shires, in = 
dressing the group recalled the first such 
ceremony on the church property nearly 


eight years ago. Since then he estimated 
about 50 new churches have been com- 
pleted in the Diocese of California. 


The full choir, robed in blue academic 
gowns which swirled in the Sunday gale, 
sang under the leadership of director 
Francis Clark. The organ, moved outside 
for the occasion was played by Mrs. James 
Pestalozzi. 

After a solemn and joyful blessing, 
Bishop Shires turned over the first bit of 
ground and handed the shovel to the Rev. 
B. Jean Clark, rector. Senior Warden Rich- 
ard Fletcher, junior warden Otto Copen- 
hagen, Episcopal Churchwomen’s president 
Mrs. Harold Kirkland and architect Roger 
Hooper, each in turn shared similar honor. 


A reception in the parish hall was then 
held for members of the congregation and 
their friends. This affair was chaired by 
Mrs. Kirland, assisted by vice-president 
of the women’s group, Mrs. William Sayre, 
and directed by Paul Waltz, special events 
chairman. 

Located on the adjacent lot just above 
the present structure, the new one-story 
building will contain approximately 7,000 
square feet.

Trevor Huddleston Named 
To African Episcopate 


The Rev. Trevor Huddleston, author 
of the best-selling book “Naught For Your 
Comfort,” a savage attack on the govern- 
ment’s apartheid policies in South Africa, 
has been elected Fourth Bishop of Masasi, 
one of the dioceses in the new Province of 
East Africa. 

Fr. Huddleston, who is 47, has been a 
member of the Community of the Resur- 
rection since 1941; and since 1955 has 
served as Novice Master of the Community 
and Prior of their London House. 

The Bishop-elect was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, and Wells Theological 
College, and was ordained in 1937. From 
1943 to 1955 he served in the Sophiatown 
and Orlando Missions in Johannesburg, de- 
scribing his experiences there in his book. 
His new Diocese was formed in 1926 by 
the division of the Diocese of Zanzibar. 
It is one of the five Dioceses supported by 
the Universities Mission to Central Africa 
which was founded 100 years ago at the 
suggestion of Dr. David Livingstone.

A small chapel will 
be to the right with the entrance to the 
center aisle of the nave on the left. Seven- 
teen pews on each side of the nave will 
seat approximately 350 people. 


Interior redwood will be finished in 
driftwood gray. Exposed glulam beams 
will be used throughout the church. All 
interior fixtures, the pews, altar rails, lec- 
tern and pulpit will have a natural walnut 
finish. 

Architectural features include a judi- 
cious use of indirect natural lighting. The 
altar, located at the east end of the church 
will be illuminated by the natural light 
from a 24-foot-high window which will 
have a southern exposure, be nine feet 
wide, recessed in a jutting side wall. Win- 
dows on each side of the nave are also re- 
cessed in similar fashion. Clear cathedral 
glass will be used. The narthex, which is 
fourteen feet high, will be illuminated by 
four skylights. All artificial light will be 
incandescent lamps. 


The baptismal font will be opposite the 
entrance porch on the north wall of the 
nave. The choir loft designed to seat about 
forty will be on the south wall. 


Exterior finish of the church will be 
stained redwood. Planter boxes will be con- 
tained in the front of the building and 
future landscaping will be comensurate 
with the rest of the grounds.

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Are You 


By Dr. Herbert Ward 


The Stewardship Department was or- 
ganized a year and a half ago to educate 
the members of this Diocese to the prin- 
ciples of Stewardship. It seems to me that 
in a great many areas and to a great many 
people this has been pretty well accom- 
plished. The understanding of what Stew- 
ardship is, is very simple. It is the accept- 
ance of the principles of Stewardship as a 
part of Christian life which is difficult. 


If we are honestly and sincerely going to 
try to be disciples of Christ and if we are 
going to try to honestly and sincerely bring 
the Church into our lives, then we must ac- 
cept the principles of Stewardship as a 
basic concept of Christianity. 


I know how difficult it can be to 
accept this principle. | know how dif- 
ficult it can be because the most diffi- 
cult step | had to make in my life 
was the acceptance of this principle. 

I am an Episcopalian by choice, and it 
wasn't until I was about 17 years of age 
that I found myself looking for some 
church which would satisfy a need within 
me. I picked Trinity Episcopal Church be- 
cause it was a beautiful structure, because 
it had a fine organist and because I enjoyed 
the music of the choir. I've been an Epis- 
copalian ever since. For many years I paid 
real “lip service” to my religion. Probably 
in order to understand this business of 
Stewardship, we should ask ourselves some 
pretty pre questions. First and fore- 
most of these is just why we are here; why 
are we on this earth living this life? I’m 
not too sure of my theology or of my logi- 
cal reasoning process, but it seems to me 
that the reason I am here is something that 
I pray about and something that Jesus 
Christ told us about when he taught us the 
Lord's Prayer. When we say “Thy will be 
done,” it seems to me that this is why we 
are here, to do God’s will. I think that this 


is why I am here; this is why my wife is 
here and that part of the reason that I met 
my wife and that we were married and are 
now raising three fine children—to in- 
crease the members of an army, if you 
please, an army of Christian soldiers who 
are here to do God’s will. 


The difficult question to answer is how 
do we do God's will? Just what part do we 
play and how best can we play this part? 
The answer to this, it seems to me, is that 
we do this in many ways. God’s will is the 
increase of the kingdom; to preach the 
Gospel to as many people as possible. 


Now, I can do this in my business to a 
very small degree. I can do this by speak- 
ing to people in Church, by writing an ar- 
ticle such as this and my wife can do this, 
to a degree, and perhaps even my children 
to a very small degree—in some way help 
to accomplish this do:ng of God’s will. But 
by and large, this job is done by men who 
are trained, who work out of places called 
Churches! who preach and teach and are 
the pastors of the people in their flocks. 
The thing I best can do is to help them; 
to aid and abet them in their efforts to do 
God's will and so have them do God’s will 
as an extension of me. 


Now if it is true that everything I have 
and everything that I am, all of my abilities 
and capabilities, my personality, the time 
I live, awake and asleep, is a gift of God, 
then in some way, I must use this time to 
its best advantage to do God's will. This 
same thing is true of my wife, my two sons, 
my daughter and even you. Because if God 
gave me all of these gifts, then I must care 
for them to the best of my ability and re- 
turn of them to do His will. 

Now my abilities and capabilities do 
not tend towards the sort of things that a 
clergyman can best do. My abilities are in 
dentistry. Oh, yes, I can cut the lawn, I can 
help wax the floor and vacuum the rugs,

but where I really shine is in my vocation, 
my chosen vocation, and that’s dentistry. 
I’m a good dentist because God gave me 
the abilities to be a good dentist. Now, I'm 
not sure how dentistry and God’s will work 
out together. I don’t know if I can help to 
do God's will by making a better inlay for 
the Church. I don’t know if I can do God's 
will or help to do God’s will by making a 
better denture. The only thing I really can 
do is to do these things well and be able to 
turn my talents, my God-given talents, my 
God-given time, into money, and of this 
money, return a part to my Church, so that 
through my Church God’s will may be 
done. 

It’s as simple as this. If you've followed 
me up to this point, and you go along to 
this point, then there's one more question 
that we have to answer. If this is true, if 
my reason for being here is to do God's 
will, and if Stewardship is a caring for my 
time, my talent, and that a part of this time 
and talent in some way must be shared, 
must be returned to God to do God's will, 
and that the only way that this can be done 
satisfactorily and meaningfully is by means 
of money, then the next question is, “How 
much?” and this is the sticky question. It’s 
sticky because you don’t want to hear the 
answer! It’s sticky because you don’t want 
to believe the answer. It’s sticky because 
you know the answer and have had diffi- 
culty in accepting it; but the answer is a 
tithe—10 per cent. The tithe is the tradi-

Mission Presbytery Holds Summer Project; 
Work Team Benefits S.F. Youngsters 


An unusual and far-reaching program 
was undertaken by the clergy and laity of 
the Mission Presbytery this summer, as 
that group of San Francisco Churches spon- 
sored a daily Vacation Church School Pro- 
gram for the children of the Mission Dis- 
trict. With the cooperation of the National 
Council of the Episcopal Church, the proj- 
ect also was the occasion for a “work camp” 
in which seven college-age students from 
various parts of the United States con- 
verged upon the Mission District to serve 
as staff for the project. 


The Rev. Ralph Bonacker, Rector of St. 
John the Evangelist Church, and General 
Presbyter of the Mission District, was as- 
sisted in directing the project by Miss 
Marian Smallegan, Associate at Canterbury 
House, Stanford University, and by Mr. 
Jeffery Rowthorn, a British student at 
Union Theological Seminary. 


More than eighty children took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to study in the Va- 
cation Church School three mornings a 
week, and to take all-day outings on the 
other two mornings. At the close of the 
Vacation Church School, the entire group 
was taken to the Bishop’s Ranch for a 
week’s- conference experience. The entire 
program closed with a service at Holy In- 
nocents’ Church in the Mission District, 
immediately after the youngsters returned 
from the Bishop's Ranch, 


Special feature of the project was its 
“mobility,” since it was held for two weeks 
in each of three Churches in the Mission 
District. As the program moved from 
Good Samaritan to St. John’s, to Holy 
Innocents’, the student body continually 
underwent a change. Youngsters from all 
three Churches were involved in the week 
at the Bishop's Ranch. 

The seven young people who formed 
the “work camp” project led a true com- 
munity life during the period. Each day 
opened with Morning Prayer, and closed 
with the Evening Office, Holy Communion 
was celebrated once a week, and the entire 
group attended the Churches of the Mis- 
sion Presbytery on Sunday. Under the 
sponsorship of the Episcopal Church- 
women of the Diocese, St. Cyprian’s 
Church and Trinity Church played host to 
several dinners for the leadership group, 
in order that they might find hot meals 
awaiting them after their return from all- 
day trips with the youngsters.

Called For On World Refugee 


National Council’s Division of World Re- 
lief and Inter-Church Aid, has called for 
still more emphasis on this problem within 
the Episcopal Church. 

“We should be concerned over the fu- 
ture of these people, not only because of 
our Christian faith, but even more so be- 


cause of the future of our civilization and 
its imstitutions, our Churches, and our 
homes,” Mr. Jurisson said. “The unsolved 
and neglected refugee problem constitutes 
an ever-present threat to the structure of 
our Christian way of Life. We must agree 
that this problem cannot be solved with 
one proclamation or resolution but through 
continuing prayer and active concern.” 


The Division of World Relief and Inter- 
Church Aid has asked that every parish in 
the Church set aside a Sunday during 
Thanksgiving or Christmas time when 
special prayers will be offered for refugees 
and other homeless people, and when gifts 
may be made to the Presiding Bishop's 
Fund for World Relief. Mr. Jurisson 
pointed out that every cent donated for 
this purpose goes directly to World Re- 
lief, with no deductions made for over- 
head expenditures. 

Contributions made by the parishes 
will: Help World Council of Churches to 
resettle refugees in the countries which 
can receive them, or integrate them into 
the economy of the country where they 
are now staying; provide better care for 
refugee children in the orphanages and 
the old people in Old Peoples’ Homes; 
send refugee children to recreation camps; 
and send Government-surplus food over- 
seas for distribution.

tired Bishop of Indianapolis, to the Prison 
for the Rites. The two were also accom- 
panied by three members of the Brother- 
hood of Saint Andrew who visit the Prison 
on a regular schedule. 


Seven inmates were presented for Con- 
firmation, and one was received from the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


Bishop Kirchhoffer, in writing to Fr. 
Ewald after the Service said: “As to our 
last Saturday's incarceration, it was a most 
rewarding experience. It seems to me a 
most remarkable accomplishment to have, 
by the grace and presence of God, the at- 
mosphere which was created in that non- 
atmospheric upper room. It was an added 
joy to see the response in the minds and 
hearts of the men there to your ministra-

LIVE to LEARN... 


A column devoted to the 
task of education

A great deal has happened during the 
summer months—for which we can be 
thankful—in the program of the Depart- 
ment of Education. We hope that young 
and old who have attended some of our 
summer conferences have found new 
meaning and new purpose for their lives 
and new skills to enable them to serve 
more effectively as members of Christ's 
Church. Among three new ventures which 
deserve special mention, are the Confer- 
ence on the Nature and Purpose of a Chris- 
tian School that was attended by thirty 
delegates at the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific in Jume and was under the 
leadership of The Rev. Clarence Brickman 
of our National Council, as well as The 
Rev. Dr. Rodenmeyer and Miss Margaret 
Fletcher. From this discussion among those 
involved in schools throughout the West, 
we hope there will be a greater unity of 
standards and objectives for the develop- 
ment of a sound school system. 


Our adults have not only been able to 
participate in the Bishops’ Conference, 
Parish Leaders Institute, but eight fami- 
lies spent one week at the Bishop's Ranch, 
pioneering a family-type conference in 
which children were included. This was 
under the leadership of Mrs. Mary K. 
Jones, Director of Religious Education of 
St. Francis’ Parish, San Francisco. This pio- 
neering effort was designed to give us ex- 
—— so that we can undertake larger 
amily conferences when our facilities are 
more suited for this purpose. 


One of the most exciting educational 


experiments was the summer work project 
of the Mission Presbytery in San Francis- 
co. Seven college students, under the lead- 
ership of Miss Marian Smallegan (our 
women worker at Stanford ) and Mr. Geof- 
frey Rowthorn (an English student at the 
Union Theological Seminary), have 
brought new vitality co the four parishes 
and missions in this area. These students 
were given special training to lead vacation 
church schools and have found the newly 
published Seabury material was most effec- 
tive when used under the proper condi- 
tions. On the two days when vacation 
church school was not conducted each 
week, the children were taken on day 
camping trips. At the end of the summer, 
eighty children went with the staff for a 
wonderful week of recreation and refresh- 
ment at the Bishop's Ranch. Special thanks 
are due to all who have made this venture 
such a success, especially to the clergy of 
the Presbytery, to Mr. Lloyd Coldwell, the 
Presbytery Youth Director, and to Mrs. 
William Brownell, who has represented 
the Episcopal Churchwomen in making 
arrangements for the hospitality of this 
group. 

I would, however, like to make special 
mention in this column of our first major 
youth conference to be held in another site 
than the Bishop's Ranch. This was the 
senior high conference for which The Rev. 
B. Jean Clark was the Dean and which was 
held at the Monte Toyon Conference Cen- 
ter in the beautiful redwoods of the Santa 
Cruz mountains near Aptos. Seventy of our 
young people and staff were there and the

The 
girls enjoyed the supervision of some very 
experienced counsellors, including the 
President of the Episcopal Churchwomen 
of the Diocese of California, Mrs. Theo- 
dore Worley who was ably assisted by Mrs.

He and his family 
will be living in Berkeley, which will en- 
able him to take certain courses at the 
Seminary which are necessary to fulfill 
requirements for ordination in our min- 
istry. The senior high school conference 
had an excellent balance between the study, 
worship, crafts, play reading and recrea- 
tion. One of the special projects this year 
was the publication of a conference news- 
paper which tells the story of our life to- 
gether. Henry Taylor and Penny McLaine 
were the co-editors of the Toyon Times. 

One phase of our program was a survey 
which your Director made to test the 
knowledge and attitudes of our youth. 
Some of the results of this will be studied 
by our National Council and we hope will 
lead us to a better knowledge of the 
strengths and weaknesses of our youth pro- 
gram and church school curriculum as well 
as phases of confirmation pr tion. De-

ENTHUSIASM

“It has often been said that Episcopalians are recognized by their complete lack of 
enthusiasm. Some even have suggested that any glimmer of enthusiasm might be 
considered sufficient grounds for summary excommunication. This, of course, is far from 
true, as we will demonstrate with cold statistics. As a matter of fact, our Vicar has for 
some time been concerned over the growing religious fanaticism of our congregation. 
People have been actually saying ‘Amen, and even (although admittedly on rare occa- 
sions) joining in the canticles. 

“Extensive studies indicate that many Episcopalians attend church several time a 
year (mot counting Christmas and Easter, when even Primitive Methodists go). To 
appreciate the full measure of this devotion, one has only to visit a typical church func- 
tion such as the annual Mardi Gras Costume Ball or the October Barn Dance. It is 
evident that these good people, unable to find time to participate in a quiet day, are 
making up for it by having a noisy night. Similarly, the parish suppers invariably draw 
to do with it. 

“From time to time our good Vicar, yielding to the demands of the multitude, 

an extra service for a Sunday evening. Can anyone say there is a lack of enthu- 
siasm when a full fourteen people show up, not counting acolytes and organist? The 
contention that Episcopalians will never attend more than one service per Sunday is 
likewise easily disproved by the statistics. At the last Sunday Evensong, for example, no 
less than nine parishioners counted had attended a morning service on the very same day. 

“Having disposed of these slanders, let us consider the phenomenon of ‘Episcopalian 
weather. As early as 1906 Dr. Helmit Wurststauffer, in his monumental study of Episco- 
palian Church attendance, discovered that it rises in direct ratio to the cloudiness of the 
day. Sunshine (especially in summer) results in a 27.4 per cent drop, while rain or snow 
in any season increases absenteeism 46.1 per cent. Dr. Wurststauffer, in analyzing these 
figures, concluded that the lack of attendance was motivated not so much by a desire 
to stay in bed (or go fishing, as the case may be), as by the inate modesty of Episco- 
— In other words, Episcopalians do not care to be characterized as ‘show offs’ who 

ttle their way to church through heavy drizzle, thereby risking pneumonia, viruses and 
other dread ailments. Naturally, this is an eminently reasonable view. 

“So let us set the record straight. If we do not go to church as often as some people, 
it is simply because we are Episcopalians . . . and it is recognized (even by the benighted 
minor sects) that Episcopalians, being fundamentally so good, do not need as much 
church-going as ordinary people. As King Louis XI of France once said when criticized 


for his lukewarm piety, ‘We already have one Saint Louis. Surely we have no need of

Pipers, Spitfires, British Societies Join 
To Commemorate Battle of Britain Anniversary 


The 20th Anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain was observed at Grace Cathedral 
on the afternoon of September 18, with 
the holding of a Pacific Coast Memorial 
Service. With Bishop Richard Millard of- 
ficiating, the Memorial Observance was 
patterned after that which is held yearly 
throughout England, and, in particular, 
after the Westminster Abbey Battle of 
Britain rites. 

Prior to the Cathedral Service, a proces- 
sion-parade marched from the Cathedral 
parking space down Mason and California 
Streets to the main entrance of the Cathe- 
dral. Including the traditional Pipe Band, 
the procession was composed of units and 

from the United States Air Force, 
Army, Coast Guard, Navy, and Marine 
Corps, as well as marching and processional 
units from British Societies and Associa- 
tions. 

As the processional started, a group of 
World War II fighter-type aircraft made 
a “fly past” over the Cathedral and dropped 
flowers in memory of those who died in 
the memorable engagement, in which, to 
quote Sir Winston Churchill, “Never in 
the field of human conflict was so much 
owed by so many to so few.” 


The Service was also attended by mili- 
representatives from Washington, 

D. C., and Pacific Coast Regional Com- 
mands, as well as civic, state, federal and 
diplomatic representatives. Lay Reader at 
the Service was Major General John D. 


Stevenson, Commander of the Western 
Air Defense Forces. 

The Services were sponsored by the 
Royal Air Forces Association, composed 
of former veterans of the Royal Air Forces. 
President of the Golden Gate Branch is 
S/Ldr Victor J. Carter, himself a veteran 
of the Battle of Britain. The Association's 
patron is Her Majesty, Elizabeth II.

English-American Clergy Exchange Scheme 


Announced By ‘Greenwich’ and Canterbury 


The Presiding Bishop and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury have announced a 
clerical exchange program, approved and 
sponsored by the National Council. 


In accordance with a resolution adopted 


by the National Council at its December 


1959 meeting in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
the plan is “administered by the Presid- 
ing Bishop with the assistance of the Pre- 
siding Bishop’s Advisory Committee on 
Anglican Relations. .. .” 

The plan, known as the Wates-Seabury 
Plan of Clergy Interchange, makes it pos- 
sible for pairs of qualified priests—one 
English, one American—to exchange their 
parishes for a year, so that each may come 
to know the other's Church and country; 
each man would also be a useful, informal 
ambassador of good will from his own 
people during the time of exchange. 

Although the candidate is not an official 
emissary or agent of his Church or nation, 
his appoiftment must be approved by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury or the Presid- 
ing Bishop as being that of a priest fully 


qualified to represent the life of one 
Church within the other. 

The first recipients, who will exchange 
parishes in September, are the Rev. Timo- 
thy O. Pickering from the Diocese of Ohio, 
and the Rev. Oswald L. Sills, from the 
Diocese of Portsmouth, England. Mr. Sills 
will be on his way to St. Michael’s-in-the- 
Hills, Toledo, Ohio, at the same time that 
Mr. Pickering is traveling to Lee-on-Solent, 
Portsmouth, England.

Attend Training Classes 


Two Churchwomen from the Diocese 
of California were students at the Fourth 
Annual Training Program for Parish As- 
sistants, held this Summer for eleven weeks 
at St. Margaret's House in Berkeley. The 
two were Mrs. George L. Barry of Trinity 
Church, San Jose, and Mrs. Champe Dob- 
ler, of St. Timothy’s Mission, Danville. 
The 11 weeks’ sessions, under the leader- 
ship of Miss Phyllis Towner of the Na- 
tional Council and Mrs. Robert Roden- 
mayer of St. Margaret’s, were for the pur- 
pose of training those attending to assist 
their clergy in the administration of Parish- 
wide programs of Christian Education. 

Students at the School included those 
who already hold full-time professional 
posts with the Church, as well as those who 
look forward to such posts, or to helping 
in a paft-time capacity. 

The clergy of the churches from which 
the students came were expected to take 
advantage of the opportunity to visit the 
program for several days during the course 
of the instruction, better to acquaint them- 
selves with the specifics of the program in 
the areas in which their new colleagues 
would be qualified to work. 


In addition to Miss Towner and Mrs. 
Rodenmayer, faculty included several 
members of the National Council’s Depart- 
ment of Christian Education, and clergy 
and Christian educators recruited from 
Parish life.

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American Priest Becomes South African Bishop; 
Event Rare, Not Unique in Church Annals 


Nearly unique (but not quite) in 
American Church History was the election 
in mid-August, 1960, of the Rev. Robert 
H. Mize, an Episcopal priest from Kansas, 
to be the Bishop of Damaraland, one of 
the fourteen Dioceses of the Church of the 
Province of South Africa. 

The new Bishop-elect, who was formerly 
Director of St. Francis’ Boys’ Homes in 
Elisworth and Salina, Kansas, has been 
working in South Africa for the past year 


at the invitation of the Most Rev. Joost — 


de Blank, Archbishop of Capetown and 
Metropolitan of the Church of the Prov- 
ince of South Africa. His new jurisdiction 
will cover 332,000 square miles in the 
mandated territory of South West Africa, 
with a total population of 350,000, and a 
Church population of 12,000. 

The new Bishop is the son of the late 
Robert Herbert Mize, Missionary Bishop 
of Salina from 1921 to 1938. A native of 
Emporia, Kansas, and a graduate of Gen- 
etal Theological Seminary, he has served 
various Missions and Parishes in Kansas. 
He has long been interested in the recon- 
ciling of races, and in the Church of South 
Africa's stand against racial segregation. 

While original stories of Fr. Mize’s 
election indicated that he was the first 
American Episcopal Priest ever to have 
been chosen Bishop of another Church 
within the Angelican Communion, the 
fact is that at least three other Priests have 
shared that distinction. The Rev. Frederick 
Courtney, who became Fifth Bishop of 
Nova Scotia, in the Canadian Church, in 
1888, was Rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Boston, upon his election; the Rev. John 
Charles Roper, Third Bishop of British 
Columbia, was a Professor at General 
Theological Seminary in New York City 
upon his election; and the Rev. Kenneth 
L. A. Viall, Assistant Bishop of Tokyo 
from 1949 to 1959, was an American Mis- 
sionary in Japan before his election. 


ST. CYPRIANS HOLDS 


‘HARVEST CAROUSEL’ FETE 

The Thirteenth Annual Bazaar of St. 
Cyprian’s Church in San Francisco was held 
September 22-25 at the Church.

Interestingly enough to Pacific Church- 
man readers, Father Viall also was a for- 
mer Rector of the Church of the Advent 
in San Francisco. 

In addition to the three Priests just 
mentioned, another similar case occurred 
in 1942 when the Rt. Rev. Spence Burton, 
American Episcopal Bishop of Haiti since 
1939, became Bishop of Nassau and the 
Bahamas, one of the jurisdictions of the 
Church of England in the Province of the 
West Indies. Coincidentally, Fr. Burton 
had also served at the Church of the Ad- 
vent. 


NEW DATE IS SET 
FOR FICTION AWARD 


The Episcopal Book Club and the pub- 
lishing firm of Farrar, Straus and Cudahy 
have announced that the $2,500 Anglican 
Fiction Contest of 1960 has been extended 
oa Feast of the Epiphany, January 6, 
1963. 

The contest was designed to produce a 
novel about an Anglican bishop, priest, 
nun, or layman, and was originally limited 
to twelve months, ending March 1, 1960, 
but despite the plentifulness of entries the 
judges concluded that there was no win- 
ner and that the contest should be extended 
two years to allow more time for the ade- 
quate preparation of more suitable manu- 
scripts. 

The Anglican Writers Award of 1959 
(a nonfiction contest), sponsored by the 
E.B.C. and Morehouse-Barlow Co., was 
presented last April to Donet Meynell 
Roelofs for her winning and successful 
work, A Testament of Turning.

A capacity crowd of diverse race and de- 
nomination united to support the service 
and mass meeting of the South Africa 
Emergency Fund at St. Mark’s, Berkeley, 
on Friday evening, June 17. Professor 
Mlahleni Njisane of the University of Na- 
tal and a member of the Liberal Party and 
the lately banned African National Con- 
gress, presented an account of the back- 
ground of the recent eruption of racial 
conflict in South Africa and a statement 
of the aims of the native South African. 

The Rev. Walter Williams, D.D., Rec- 
tor of St. Mark’s, conducted the service. 
The invocation was given by the Rev. 
Lewis Baskervill, Rector of St. Augustine's 
Church, Oakland; the Lesson was read by 
Professor Paul Seabury, Department of 
Political Science at the University of 
California. 

Following a song by negro baritone Mr. 
Eugene Jones, Bishop Pike, Co-chairman 
of the American Committee on Africa, 
introduced Professor Njisane. 

A native of Cape Province, Mr. Njisane 
is in the United States on a Fulbright Pro- 
fessorial Exchange. He has taught in the 
Departments of Sociology at Howard Uni- 
versity, Boston University and Columbia 
University. He was forced by laws passed 
by the white government in South Africa 
to resign his position at the University of 
Natal after teaching Sociology there for 
ten years. He will return to West Africa 
this Fall to do research on the subject of 
“The Transition from Colonialism to In- 
dependence” using the experience of 
Ghana and Nigeria as the basis of his re- 
search. 

Defining the problem of the African 
National Congress, Professor Njisane said 
that it was for “The abolition of the ex- 
ploitation of Man by Man.” He defined 
apartheid as expressed by the Moderator 
of the Dutch Reformed Church in South 
Africa who said, “All men have original 
sin. The whites have less propensity to 
sin, the blacks more. Therefore they must

be separated to prevent contamination.”

The consequence of this determination 
to segregate is a steady stream of laws, all 
designed to subjugate the South African. 
The colonials in South Africa, according 
to Professor Njisane, say they are preserv- 
ing Christian civilization. The Africans 
believe that government should be saved 
from itself, that the conspiracy of silence 
in western democracies about what is hap- 
pening there is a disgrace to the society 
of western nations. 

Mr. Niisane described the rules and 
regulations passed by the colonial govern- 
ment which restrict every aspect of the 
native South African’s life; the curfew 
regulations, the regulations preventing 
free movent—which demand a pass before 
a native can even board a bus—the neces- 
sity to live in primitive “locations” unless 
he has been authorized by white adminis- 
trators to be elsewhere, the law that a na- 
tive South African cannot own urban prop- 
erty, the rule which prevented a native 
doctor from treating a white accident vic- 
tim and thus saving her life. 

In conclusion Professor Nijisane called 
for Christian dynamic action to do some- 
thing about this situation which is a woe- 
ful contradiction of Christian purpose. 

This need for Christian help and under- 
standing was acknowledged concretely by 
the offering taken at the conclusion of Pro- 
fessor Njisane’s address and by the gift of 
$250.00 brought to the emergency meeting 
from the Fellowship Church in San Fran- 
cisco by the Rev. Francis Geddes. 

Concluding the meeting Bishop Pike 
called for action. “Make noise,’ he said. 
“Write your Congressman. Complain bit- 
terly about the treatment of native South 
Africans. Call for a boycott, if necessary, 
of South African export.”

New Jurisdiction Set 
For American Church 


A new Missionary Jurisdiction has been 
established by the House of Bishops of the 
American Episcopal Church. To be known 
as “The Missionary District of Taiwan 
(Formosa),” the District will comprise 
the island of Taiwan. It was created by the 
transfer of the jurisdiction from the Nip- 
pon Seikokai (the Episcopal Church in 
Japan ) to the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America. 


The House of Bishops, meeting in New 


York in 1959, had authorized Presiding 


Bishop Arthur Lichtenberger to negotiate 
the transfer with Presiding Bishop Michael 
Yashiro of Nippon Seikokai. In so doing, 
the House of Bishops declared that its in- 
tention was “to strengthen the Mission of 
the Church to act responsibly as trustees 
for the Churches of the Anglican Com- 
munion.” 

In a letter announcing the transfer of 
the jurisdiction, Bishop Lichenberger an- 
nounced also that he had appointed Bishop 
Harry S. Kennedy, Missionary Bishop of 
Honolulu, to be in charge of the new Mis- 
sionary District. The District contains five 
congregations, four priests, and approxi- 
mately 1,000 communicants.

not so; in fact, the older prayers in our 
Burial Office seem also to share this thesis. 
But a change occurred in 1928, and an- 
other approach, and one supported by some 
of the early Fathers = I believe, on a 
better doctrine of God and His dealings 
with us) received conspicuous recognition 
in the Prayer Book. There is no intent to 
soften the sense of urgency as to present 
redemption (Dr. Graham says: “Knowing 
that our time of destiny is fixed at death, 
we must persuade men now to make their 
decision while there is time and oppor- 
tunity”: I buy this entirely, except for the 
participial phrase which introduces the 
Evangel which he here proclaims). 


This new material in the Prayer Book 
is clearly based on the conviction that 
death does not settle all, since the God of 
eternity is the same God that presides in 
this life, namely, one who never gives up 
seeking to turn us to His will. Since He 
will never take away our freedom—in this 
earthly life or hereafter, given men may 
not readily turn; but they cam, and some of 
us, including the late Archbishop William 
Temple, have clearly asserted that some- 
time deep in eternity all will have turned, 
and God will be “all in all” (to quote St. 
Paul). If this conviction is correct, then 
we should pray for deceased loved ones the 
same way as we pray for our loved ones on 
this earth, beseeching Christ to work on 
their consciences and to give them the 
grace to change their allegiances, with God 
their final allegiance. It is in this spirit, 
with this conviction, that we pray at every 
Eucharist, that God will “grant them con- 
tinual growth in thy love and service”; and 
that in the Burial Office, we ask God to 
“grant that, increasing in knowledge and 
love of thee, he may go from strength to 
strength, in the life of perfect service, in 
thy heavenly Kingdom”; and that in the 
Requiem we have the Collect, “O God 
whose mercies cannot be numbered; ac- 
cept our prayers on behalf of the soul of 
Thy servant departed, and grant him an 
entrance into the land of light and joy, 
and the fellowship of Thy saints; through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord.” We believe that 
such prayers will be significant for instance, 
not merely psychologically helpful (though 
of course they are psychologically helpful 
to the bereaved). The God I believe in 
would not do what no good father would 
ever do—namely, cut off his son forever 
at any given point; I expect God to be a 
better earthly father, not worse. 


In any case, however, Dr. Graham is en- 
tirely right in the purpose he has in taking 
the position he does: he wants people to 
go to work to change mow. There is no 
question but what this is the safer and 
wiser course. Jesus said plainly, “Now is

the time of salvation,” and there is the 
terrible warning of the parable of the wise 
and foolish virgins. I must end upon this 
note, because I would hate for any of you 
to try to explain to St. Peter that you have 
been counting on the vote of the General 
Convention of the P.E. Church and the 
column in the Pacific Churchman by the 
Bishop of California. It is just possible that 
he might not recognize the latter Ordinary 
as one of those inside the gates. And it is 
just possible we can sufficiently delay the 
opportunities for redemptive change now 
that we lose the capacity to change even 
in eternity. But I would still insist that 
even so it would not be because God will 
not continue His seeking; it would simply 
be that we may not be able to hear Him. 

On this subject you may wish to read 
further in “The Faith of the Church” (Sea- 
bury), which I wrote with Dr. Pittenger; 
C. S. Lewis’ “The Great Divorce” ( Macmil- 
lan), and chapters on the subject in my

tional giving amount. There is basis for it 
in the Old Testament. It is accepted; it is 
the standard which has been accepted by 
our Church, by our Diocese, it is 10 per 
cent of your gross income before taxes. 


Now a tithe is a tithe is a tenth. 
There is no lesser tithe because a tithe 
is a tenth, and it is before taxes. It’s 
from the top. It’s 10 per cent before 
anything else is spent. Ten per cent 
to God. 


This may seem difficult. It may seem 
hard to ask you to live on just 90 per cent 
of your gross income and I’m sure that you 
can think of many reasons why you can’t, 
but the fact is that many people do; that 
many people with large incomes and many 
people with small incomes return to God 
for God’s work to do God's will 10 per cent 
of their entire income and live very well on 
the remaining 90 per cent. There are many 
stories about the men who have become 
tithers and who find that now they have 
more than they had before. And this is 
probably true. It’s true because when you 
live on 90 per cent of your income you 
become a good manager. You live on a self- 
imposed budget which is really a good and 
simple, easily managed budget and in the 
end you have as much if not more money 
than you had before, but the thing that 
you have is new happiness, satisfaction, the 
joy of having done something; the joy of 
giving to God for God's work. 

Now, this is where I stand. This is what 
I believe; this is what my family believes 
and this is why we tithe and this is why we 
stand here to be counted among those who 
really believe. We must make a choice; we 
must be prepared to stand up and be 
counted. I think that when the day of judg- 
ment comes and when whoever it is at the

whether I’ve made it or not, the thing 
he’s going to be interested in is not 
how many times was I in Church on Sun- 
days, and not how many times did I usher 
and not how many times I was on the Ves- 
try but the thing that is going to be of 
greatest concern is what did I do with the 
gifts that God gave me; was I really a good 
Steward? Did I do something with this 
great gift of talent and time. This is what 
is going to divide the men from the boys. 
Weie you a Good Steward?

ference on Faith and Order. This interest 
in the ecumenical church was life-long 
and world-wide and the two men above 
all others who are associated in the minds 
of churchmen with the cause of Church 
unity are Bishop Brent and Bishop Par- 
sons. For his exposition of the ideals of 
liberal theology we are all his debtors. Few 
have interpreted Christian truth in intel- 
lectual times more persuasively than he, 
both in his long ministry to professors 
and students at the University of Califor- 
nia, and later to other questing minds the 
length and breadth of the Church. 


Again we feel in his great concern 
for social righteousness, he was both 
courageous and prophetic. For 20 
years or more he was the president 
of the Church League for industrial 
Democracy and always a strong pro- 
ponent of the principles of the 
American Civil Liberties Union and 
for a time a national officer. Neither
